A LINK BROKEN 

‘The decision of the Chinese Gov- 
emment to dissolve the Peiping 
Political Council may be taken to 
arise directly from the recent import- 
ant conference in Nanking. It is 
probably the logical outcome of 
Feeent changes in the North where 
‘ piquant turn of events is provided 
by the appointment of General Sung 
Cheh-yuan, the former Governor of 
Charhar, as Garrison Commander of 
the Tienisin and Peiping forces. 
General Sung was formerly on un- 
favourable terms with the dominant 
[Japanese authorities in the North, 
‘and not so long ago his severance 
from the Government of Charhar 
attributed to that defect of quality. 
Evidently he has been able to re- 
habilitate his reputation and his new 
ost carries proof of the achieve- 
ment, As a negotiating instrument 
the former Peiping Political Couneil 
hhad considerable importance in Sino- 
‘Japanese relationships, but the mea- 
sures taken to demilitarize Hope! 
and to bring the general administra- 
tion ef the North more into line 
with Japanese ideas have clearly 
diminished its significance. The per- 
jsonnel of the Chinese Governments| 
repesentation in the North is so 
closely in accord with the Japanese 
‘outlook that @ formal go-between has 
‘become "superfluous. This may be 
regarded in Tokyo as affording 
[valuable service in eliminating tur- 
ther obstacles to the Sino-Japanese 
economic co-operation on which so 














much emphasis is being laid in both 
countries.

.S. SILVER POLICY 

‘The National City Bank in its 
monthly ‘review, remarking on the 
US, Government's silver policy, says 
‘the United States has the bear by 
the tail and dare not let it go.” 
"Throughout the comment Is very 
direct and outspoken and corroborates 
much that has been writien in these 
columns on this question. It is also 
a very definite reply to that school 
of thought which seeks to prove that 
the action taken by the United States 
is caleulated to benefit China, and 
remarks that the policy has inflicted 
the ‘severest punishment on the one 
‘reat country which is still loyal to 
Silver ag the standard of money. 
What is of more importance is the 
sheer artificiality of the whole pro- 
‘ceeding, for eventually the end. of 
‘America’s silver purchasing campaign 
must come to an end and then a 
heavy decline in the price of silver 
‘is regarded as inevitable. The trouble 
is that the end is not yet. plainly 
in sight, and the uncertainty of the 
time of’ ite thas a further 
detrimental effect upon the general 
silver position. ‘Stability in the price 
of silver has not been secured and 
‘cannot be, because of the artificiality 
Jof the situation that has been con- 
trived. ‘That will ullimately have to 
be liquidated and it is probable that 
process will be an extremely 
painful one. ‘The Bank's criticism’ of 
the whole. scheme is particularly 
telling and coming from such an 
authority deserves "consideration by 
those responsible for the poliey which 
President Roosevelts administration 
is following.

“MARGAGE” 


A lively account of a trader's ex- 
periences in Outer Mongolia is con- 
tributed by Mr. W. Bornhorst to the 
current issue of “Oriental Affairs.” 
Mr. Bornhorst courageously attempted 
to start several enterprises—buying 
and exporting sheep's casings, im- 
porting wines and liquor, transport, 
choosing and selecting ponies for the 
Shanghai and Tientsin Race Clubs. 
Bach of these adventures attained to 
‘2 definite. success but that immedi 
ly attracted the interest of the auth- 
critics who by the exercise of their 
‘administrative influence and” some 
‘mathematical ingenuity usually man- 
aged to expropriate the trader with 
the minimum of profit to him and the 
maximum of advantage to them- 
selves. It must be admitted that once 
the private enterprise became trans- 
formed into a Government monopoly 
it seemed to lose its flourishing 
qualities and Mr. Bornhorst’s descrip- 
tion of the brewery which eventually 
produced a beverage less like beer 
than lemonade is as amusing as his 
tale of the wool-weaving plant which 
after an enthusiastic start was finally 
permitted to lead a cloistered and 
Unproductive existence in a Govern- 
ment cellar. - One of the secrets of 
]Mongolian philosophy is the prevail- 
ing impression that time has no mean- 
ng. The stock phrase is “Marzage" 
which seems to be more effective in 
inculeating procrastination than the 
Spanish “manana” or the Indian 
“kul.” Tt simply means “soon”—buz, 
by virtue of the inhibition already 
mentioned, that may imply “some 
time tonday, in a week's time, orsome 
time this year.” Hustlers may be well- 
advised to go to Outer Mongolia for 
the good of their souls.

CO-OPERATIVE BASIS 


Ambassador to Japan Defends Generalissimo: China 
Ready to Discuss Anything of Mutual Benefit 


Tokyo, Aug. 27. 

Denying that the Nanking Govern- 
ment ever had pursued. a “double- 
faced policy” towards Japan, Gen. 
Chiang Tso-pin, Ambassador to Tokyo, 
to-day declared that Gen. Chiang Kal- 
shek always had favoured co-opera- 
tion with Japan, The statement was 
made in the course of an interview 
fiven by the Ambassador on his ar- 
rival here this morning aboard the 
ss, Empress of Russia, after a brief 
sojourn in China, 

“It is a matter of general satisfac 
tion that Mr. Wang Ching-wei has 
decided to remain at his posts, both 
from the point of view of Sino-Sapan. 
ese relations and internal conditions, 
Gen, Chiang Tso-pin sald. 

‘The Ambassador denied that he 
intended to negotiate with Mr. Koki 
Hirota, the Japanese Foreign Minister 
‘on the projected Sino-Japanese co 
laboration, emphasizing that his mis 
sion at present was to explain to the 
Japanese Government Gen. Chiang. 
Kal-shek’s attitude towards Japan. 

Basis of Orlental Peace 


“The projected Sino-Japanese co- 
operation not only concerns the two 
nations, but forms the basis of Orient- 
peace,” the Ambassador continued, 
“although Japan criticizes us for de- 
taying the realization of the plan, it 
‘must not be forgotten that the solu- 
ton of various pending questions re- 
quires a tong time, 

He refused to comment on the rec- 
cognition of Manchoukuo by the 
Central Government, but expressed 
his satisfaction with the 
visit to China, He also 
decision had yet been made on the 
contemplated visit to Japan of Gen.

PEIPING POLITICAL 
COUNCIL TO END 


Abolition Follows Nanking's 
Retrenchment Policy 





‘The Central 
decided upon the abolition of the Pei 
ping Political Affairs Adjustment 
Committee, generally referred to in 
the press as the Peiping Political 
‘Councit, from the end of this month. 
‘The reasons given for this ection 
are:—Political conditions in North 
China are less complicated than three 
years ago, when the Counell was 
‘created, and there is no longer any 
call for the maintenance of the 
Special administrative depariment; 
the abolition of the Council is in 
accordance with the Government's 
Felrenchment policy. 

Tis understood that the decision 
‘was reached following the recent 
Visit here of Gen. Huang Fu, 
Chairman of “the Peiping Political 
Couneil, and Mr. Wang Keh-min, the 
‘acting Chairman, and was approved 
bby the Central authorities yesterday. 

‘Mr. Wang Keh-min returned here 
this morning and, according to well 
informed circles, proceeded straight 
to the Council's’ offices and ordered 
that the affairs of the Council be 
‘wound up. He declined to make any 
comment concerning the abolition of 





s- | the Council. 


Concerning a report that a Sino- 
Japanese Association was’ being 
formed for the purpose of developing 
North China, Mr, Wang said the Chi- 
nese authorities ‘would welcome the 
Support of such a body. He added 
that he had urged Gen, Ho Ying- 
chin, Minister of War, and con- 
currently chairman of the Pelping 
Branch Military Counell, to return to 
Peiping, but the General had ex. 
presed his inability to leave for the 
northern city immediately. 

‘Mr, Wang said he had three lengthy 
interviews in Nanking with Mr. 
‘Wang-wei, in which a conerete plan 
drawn up by the Government con= 
cerning North China was explained 
to him in detail. He declared that

Chinese Reject Proposals

Nanking, Aug, 29, 

Negotiations between the Chine 
authorities and the Kwantung Army.

Describing the history of the sub- 
feet during the past two years, ho 
Stated:—"Following the cessation in 
1993 of military activities along the 
different passes of the Great Wall, 
the Kwantung Army expressed a 
desire that means of communication 
be restored and’ that a so-called air 
connection be established. Since 
that time, ‘the Kwantung Army 
sepeatedly has asked the Peiping, 
Political Council to carry out the air 
service project. However, as the 
proposals put forward were not 
within the scope of the so-called air 
connection, they could not be 
accepted. 

“Realizing, however, that, whatever 
‘was within the scope of this air con- 
nection would have to be put into 
practice, the Ministry of Communiea- 
tions last spring bought aeroplanes 
‘and sent men to Tientsin to make 
preparations for the establishment of 
a line from Tientsin to Shanhaikwan, 
end from Peiping to Kupeiku, but, 
fs this plan was firmly opposed by’ 
the Japanese, it could not be carried 
out. Afterwards, the Japanese

GREAT BRITAIN AND ITALY 


1 is satisfactory—purely from the 
British point of view—to learn that 
the Grand Fascist Council disclaims 
‘on Italy's behalf any animosity toward 
Great ” Britain. British friendship 
with Italy is no mushroom growth 
and it has carried with it substantial 
tages of which both nations are 
aware. The surprising attitude of 
the inspired Italian Press during the 
last few months has naturally devel- 
‘oped the view that, on one side at 
least, this relationship was in danger 
of being forgotten. Nor is that 
notion “due to British  sensitiveness 
for, as these columns have borne 
withess, French observers have been 
mildly ‘amazed at the tone of the 
criticisms levelled by Signor Musso- 
Jin's henchmen against the British 
people and their Government, ‘The 
Mtallan press, for reasons best known 
to itself, has outstripped some of the 
wildest performances of the so-called 
yellow journals in fabricating materi- 
al on which to base acrimonious 
‘attacks on British good faith, The 
fact that the Grand Fascist Council 
implicitly repudiates those. irrespon- 
sible outpourings will be welcome to 
‘all who desire to see a reasoned dis- 
cussion of the Abyssinian difculty, 
‘The news that Signor Mussolini in- 
tends to bring a formal indictment 
of Abyssinia before the League is 
partially reassuring. It shows. that 
Mtaly still looks upon the League with 
some degree of respect, for other- 
wise such an effort would no: be 
made.

Undoubtedly there is a great deal of 
criticism of President Roosevel 
policies at the moment; the amount 
of success achieved is in no propor- 
tion with the magitude of the efforts| 
which have been made, He is con- 
sequently faced with a Republican 
‘opposition which will undoubtedly’ 
receive the full beneft of existing 
dissatisfaction, while he will be de- 
prived of the support of a large and 
influential section of his own party. 
‘There is, of course, a bare chance 
that he may be able to bring unity 
amongst his former supporters, but it 
will “require an adroliness even| 
greater than he has shown in the past. 
For not only has he to overcome dis- 
agreements within his own party, but! 
also to explain away his address to| 
the young Democrats which in effect 

iched no small degree of revolt 
‘against their elders. Indeed when 
the large number of opponents Mr. 
Roorevelt has managed to. array 
against himselt is taken Into con- 
‘sideration, the prospects of his being. 
returned to office for a second term 
do not at this moment look. parti- 
‘ularly promising. 








THE YEARS PASS 


To-day is the fourteenth anniver- 
sary of the official end of the Great| 
War, August 31, 1921, Actual ‘hee 
ities “had, of’ course, ended —on| 
November 11, 1918, but from then on 
‘a number of treaties had to be| 
negotiated between the victors and. 
the various allies of the vanquished. 
‘Thus while the Treaty of Versuilles| 
was signed on June 28, 1919, to come 
into force on January 10, 1920, the| 
‘Treaty of Trianon between the Allied 
and Associated Powers and Hungary 
was not concluded untit June 4, 1920, 
actually coming into force on July 
26, 1921, Other details had to be 
‘cleared up and it was not until more| 
than a month later that the great 
struggle finally came to an end. A 
Great deal fad been done during 
those years between the Armistice| 
‘and the conclusion of peace, Some 
of the achievements of that period 
have been already rendered of no| 
‘effect, while others are at this moment 
in danger of being swept away. Yet 
it would be idle to suggest that noth- 
Ing has been accomplished. In some 
directions it has been conclusively 
proved that co-operation between 
nations was possible, especially in 
connection with sociological matters, 
‘and though on graver issues it is still 
apparently impossible to attain com 
plete understanding, there is still some 
slight ‘room for hope thet wiser| 
counsels may in the long fun 

‘and bring about that closer interna- 
Nional understanding without which 
there can never be any real’ pos- 











SANE COUNSEL 


Although the Olympic Games have 
often tended to irritate rather than, 
allay national jealousies, they are} 
generally regarded as usefully as- 
sisting In promoting international 
‘understanding, apart from their purely 
athletic value, “It is to be hoped that 
Mr. Avery Brundage’s sane advice 
‘will prevail in the preparation of the 
team for the next Games| 
Which are to Be decided in Germany. 
No possible service is done to any 
cause by raising political or ‘racial 
‘issues in that connection. The Ger 
man Government has pledged its, 
honour in extending unrestrained hos- 
Pitality to Olympic — competitors. 
‘Anxiely over the treatment of Ger- 
man Jews and Catholics is legitimate| 
‘but it should not be allowed to take 
the form of moral blackmail. "In 
point of fact, the significance of Ger~ 
‘many’s desire to entertain Olympic 
champions might well receive ulti- 
‘mate eppireciation in the development 
‘of a more reasonable policy. That 
‘must, however, come in the natural 
course of events. It cannot be forced. 
Nor is it reasonable to expect Ger- 
‘mans readily to endorse the view that 
eminent young hurdlers or sprint 
eniuses can appropriately pass judg- 
‘ment on a political issue which, 
though, possessing undoubted concern, 
for the world at large, is primarily. 
domestic in German eyes. Let the

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AN ENGINEER 

‘The celebration of the centenary 
of the Great Western Railway last 
Week calls attention to the remark- 
able young engineer responsible for 
its construction." Isambard Kingdom 
Brunel was of the immature age of 
27 when he was appointed engineer, 
in 188%, of ‘the projected railway: 
Four years before that he had sent 
in designs for the construction of the 
Clifton suspension bridge, the second 
of which was accepted, ‘and, though 
work on the bridge was commenced 
during his lifetime, lack of funds held 
up Its completion which did not take 
place until after his death, though 
his original plans were closely ad- 
hered ‘to. In connection with the 
Great Western Railway his work was 


hindered by the confiiet_with 
hostile” landowners "and short 
sighted crities, but he showed 


‘himself equal to the oceasion and 
proved himself not only an excellent 
engineer but a mast persuasive ne- 


gotiator. Among his engineering 
triumphs on the railway are. the 
Hanwell viaduct, the Maidenhead 
Bridge and the Box tunnel, in his 





days the longest in the world. He 
resigned office as engineer to the 
line in 1844. In addition to his a 
tivilies as a railway engineer, Brunel 
took a leading part in. the develop- 
‘ment of ocean steam navigation, As 
rly as a hundred years ago he sug:

“During its building a con- 
troversy arose as to the practicability 
of the scheme and one of his op- 
ponents, a Dr. D, Lardner, produced 
Agures ‘conclusively proving that the 
voyage could not_be made, ‘That 
view was very widely accepted, but 
the work went on, and, in 1838, the 
was accomplished.

time and the first large vessel in 
which a serew propeller was us 
She made her first voyage from 
Liverpool to New York in 1845, the 
following year was run on the rocks 
in Dundrum Bay on the coast of 
Treland, stayed there for a year after 
which she was salved and employed 
in the Australian trade.

Shanghai, Sept. 2. 

It the Hunanese troops will Aight, 
[Changteh need not worry. 

‘This was the reassuring news re- 
ceived privately in Shanghai yester- 
‘day about the Communist advance 
‘upon the eity from the north-western 
corner of the province. There are 
‘about 2,000 troops. inside the clty. 
itself. “Barbed wire "entanglements 
hhave been put up at all the approa- 
[ches to four of the clty gates. About 
2,000 troops “are disposed s0 2 10 
Guard the environs. Martial law stilt 
reigns within the walls, where there 
have been several searches for Reds 
and spies without any apparent sue- 
ess, 

‘There seems to be very little doubt 
that the Reds, under the leadership 
of Ho Lung and Peng Teh-hul, will 
attack the city. According to the 
atest information, they are well sup- 
plied with food and arms, and have 
the money to finance their’ operations. 
Using Sangchih as thelr base, they 
hhave been moving in the. general dir~ 
ection of Changteh, to the north of 
the city, ‘Tsingshih has fallen ts 
them, and they are reported to be 
‘advaneing on Kungan, still further to 
the north. 








Government reinforcements have: 
been sent to ‘the — front from the 
north and the east, From Shas part 
of the 10th Army have been sent to 
block the northward movement, while 
troops from Wuchang have arrived in 
Changsha by train, and have been 
sent on by boat to’ Changteh. It is 
reported that these trobps have four 
seroplanes with them, but this cannot 
be confirmed, 

‘A danger in the situation tes in 
‘the unsatisfactory state of the Hun- 
anese forces, In some quarters the 
‘doubt has been expressed whether 
they will show. the same unity and 
courage under General Liu Chien-hsu 
‘as they have done under the chair- 
‘man of the provincial government, 
General Ho Chien; while it is known 
that thelr pay, in splte of advances 
from the Central Government to the 
Provincial treasary, is still consider 
ably in arrears. If'they remain loyal, 
everything should go well with the 
province; if they do not, chacs may 
be a result,

Fortunately, this time, ‘Tientsin 
has a man in the person of General

the danger spot to prevent any such 
disastrous occurrence, ‘The settling 
basin for the muddy and silt-laden 
‘waters coming down from the Yung- 
tingho seems to be working satistac- 
torlly, so the Haiho has consequently 
been ‘spared any heavy silting, al- 
though a certain quantity of ‘mud 
and silt still continues to flow into 
the Haiho, as can be easily seen 
from the colour of the water. Steam- 
ers drawing up to-13ft. can still make 
the Tientsin Bund safely. Chinese 
coastal steamers come right up to 
the French Bund and moor close 
to the International Bridge and the 
Hotung side of the river on the op- 
[posite shore, All of Jardine’s steamers 
now moor at thelr accustomed 
berth at the British Bund. ‘The two 
large passenger vessels of Butter- 
field & Swire the “Shengking” and 
‘“Shuntien” still make Tangku their 
terminal point and do not come up to 
Tientsin owing to the diMeulty of 
swinging operations and the risks 
fof coming up river. The Tungchow 
fon the Shanghai-Tientsin run. does 
however proceed right up to Tien- 
sin and moors alongside the British 
Bund as well as the steamers on the 
Hongkong-Tientsin run, of the same 
company.

thelr new homes. The last train of 
free. passengers will leave this week, 
but there will be still more going 
away who will. pay their fares a5 
far as Manchuli but will be carried 
free of charge in Russia. Many are 
tunable to leave owing to not having 
settled their pension money, the ques- 
tion of paying a lump sum in settle 
‘ment of. pensions for life now being| 
discussed. By the end of this week 
close on 25,000 will have left for 
Russia.

‘Vice Consul, Mr. Paul Jenks, 64 years 
old; Mr. Charles Marcel, a British 
business’ man and his wife, were 
‘among those included.

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DEATH OF EMIGRE 
LEADER 


Gen. V. V. Richkoff Passes 
After Short Illness 
Froxe Our Own Connesronoesrt 


Harbin, Aug, 23. 
Yesterday atternoon one of the best, 
known and most respected of Rustian 
emigrants, General. VV. Richiom, 
died at Dr, Golubev's hospital, and 
an hour anda half’ Inter ‘Bishop 
Dmitry held a service at his bedsise. 
This morning at eight o'lock the 
body of the late General was carried 
from ‘the "hospital to" the. versky 
Chureh, which has always been con 
sidered’ the Russian milliary church 
of Harbin, and at 3 pm, and 6 Dan,

the entire” Russian emigrant 
‘population, _ 
‘The late General V, V, Richkoft at 
the ‘moment of his "death ‘was the 
President of the Bureau ot ‘Russian 
Emigrants, thus. holding. the ‘a 
Position amongst emigrants: in Mf 
churia. He was a "Aghting ‘gen 
having been “born” ina. faimllyy th 
ost of whom were military” men, 
His birth place “was Tilis inthe 
Caucasus, and it was in that town 
hat the’ late General "received his 
military education in ‘the Cadet 
Corps,” afterwards “entering “the 
Alexandrovsky military school ‘in 
Moscow where he finished his educa 
For 
aks of 
the army, following which he entered 
the ‘Nikolat military academy" from 
Which he graduated amongst the fir 
Sludents, “and 
military’ educat 
army" and was stationed. for many 
years in Turkestan and the Caucasus. 
When the war broke out in 1918, 
General V. V. Richkoft went to the 
front as a statt commander of the 1st 
‘Turkestan Rile Brigade. During the 
Whole of the war he was constantly 
at the front, ‘and ‘inished_as ‘come 
ander of the 27th Army Corps. 
Holding various positions. during 
the revolution, he fnally found hi 
seit on the aft of Koichak's army, 
fand When thi army was forced 46 
tire to the East, he left Tomsk, and 
Aally" found himselt in Harbin, 
In Harbin he was one of Qh 
emigrants who 































Police at Manchull,statio 
‘ing “the railway service 
‘Biving private lessons and be 
fcame a very prominent man in local 
Russian military and social life. 

On January 9, 1035, he was 
unanimously chosen President of the 
Bureau of Russian Emigrants, owing 
to his excellent administrative powers 
and this very high character, The 
whole of the hard organization work 
in uniting Russian emigrants in Man 
‘choukuo fell on his shoulders, and 
though he was already 65 years of 
Jage, he worked energetically and with 

spirit. ‘Notwithstanding the 
work that was entailed in the 
i Russians resident in 
this country, General Richkoff did not 
Sesert his post for one minute, and 
twas often to be seen in the Bureau, 
working at high pressure, 

During the past week he began to 
feel great weakness, and yesterday 
‘morning about ten ‘o'clock his re- 
latives informed the Bureau officials’ 
who called the municipal ambulance 
to convey him to Dr. Golubev's hos- 
ital, but the personnel of the embul- 
‘ance’ refused to do so, stating that 
they could only convey sick people 
to the Central Hospital, and, ‘where 
fore, it became necessary to’ hire a 
‘bus,'this not being possible till after 
1 pm. 

He ‘was already quite unconscious, 
and after entering the hospital he did 
[not again recover consciousness, dying 
at 425 pam. 

‘The Bureau has given notice of 
three days mourning for all Russian 
‘emigrants resident in Harbin, and dur- 
ing these three days all balls and 
special evenings which had already 
been advertised, are to be cancelled. 

Hig last resting place will be in the 
new Russian cemetery, very close to 
the grave of Dr. Kazem-Beck, whose 
death caused such a sensation in 
Harbin three years ago, and who was 
considered one of the best doctors in 
the eity and one who did more for 
the poor than anybody else, and to 
whose memory a new hospital is now 
being erected, the whole of the cost 
coming out of public donations.

Tokyo, Aug. 22. 

Japan Is none too pleased with the 
latest Brilish naval proposals, parti- 
‘cularly with the idea of entering into 
‘a separate agreement with England 
‘long lines of the Anglo-German 
arrangement. Your correspondent, 
earns from authoritative quarters 
that the Brilish Government, in pro- 
posing the calling of a 5-Power Naval 
Conference in October, approached 
Japan with the idea of conducting 
bilateral conversations either before 
‘or during this gathering. T learn, in 
this connection, that the navy’ is 
absolutely opposed to this plan and 
considers any naval agreement which 
excludes the United States as mea 
ingles insofar as this country is con- 
cerned, 

‘Another point in the British pro- 
posals which has itked the Japanese 
Js the suggestion that all participant 
{in the proposed conference in Oc 
ber announce thelr bullding pro- 
grammes. It is not unlikely that 
‘Tokyo will refuse to participate” in 
the conference on this basi 

‘As a matter of fact authoritative 
quarters inform your correspondent 
that Unless the conference. places 
Japan's proposals, made at the last 
London conference, for quantitative 
plus qualitative limitation with a 
common maximum tonnage, on the 
agenda, Japan will wefuse to join in 
any conversation, 

Insistence on Parity 

seems to indicate that the 
Japanese navy'’s stand is ag strong 
‘as ever, How much of it is for the 
Purpose of bargaining is impossible 
to ascertain. Not even men in the 
closest touch with the navy will ven- 
ture any definite statement but It is 
veasonable to surmise that the Japan~ 
se are not likely to alter their stand 
to any great extent. ‘They have in- 
sisted so often, abroad and in thelr 
‘own country, ‘on parity that any 
delegate who compromises on much 
Jess will be doing so at great personal 
isk. Inasmuch as the United States 
‘and’ Great Britain do not appear to 
be receptive to Japan's plea for 
parity and have threatened to engage 
in an unlimited building race, one 
‘would imagine that the Japanese, who 
certainly cannot afford to attain 
equality in a ton-for-ton competition 
fon this basis, would compromise oa 
some such plan as the British equality 
of security scheme. 

‘This, however, is something which 
Japan’ is deadly opposed to, It is 
convinced that it can attain equ: 
strength to any fleet that the British 
or Americans may build, not by 
engaging in a ton-for-ton building 
race, but by constructing different 
types of combative vessels, principally 
ight cruisers and submarines, More- 
‘over naval authorities here believe 
that even should Britain or the 
‘United States commence bullding all 
the ships they can, this will not in- 
crease the sirenyth’ of these countries 
proportionately for the reason that 
‘oMcers cannot be trained nearly ws 
fast as ships can be built. In fact, 
according to Japanese calculations, it 
takes ton years to train a cadet into 
a full-fledged, useful oer, 

Foreign Office Reticent 

‘As:far as the recent British over- 
tutes are concerned, the Navy De- 
partment and the Foreign OMice aro 
very relicent and the latter, parti- 
cularly, has ventured no comment 
bayond denying such sensational and 
ridiculous stories as that ex-Premicr 
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‘Admiral Viscount Saito, Admiral 
Osami Nagano and Ambassador 
‘Tsuneo Matsudaira are being con- 





sidered to head the Japanese delega- 
tion, Japan, it is pointed out, has 
not “even decided yet whether to 
participate in the proposed con- 
Terence, 

‘Naval citcles here appreciate most 
dooply the efforts of England to bring 
about an understanding and also 
sympathize with the British position 
which is, in many ways, the most 
complex of all naval problems. ‘The 
various factors which the British must 
take into consideration are more 
diverse and of greater complexity 
than those faced by any other naval 
power. The Japaneso fullly realize 
this and fect that the eventual in- 
clusion adjunctively of Germany and 
Russia will probably be necessary 
from the European viewpoint in the 
forthcoming naval talks, and it is 
natural for England to desire bilateral 
agreements within Europe, but why 
this scheme should be extended to 
Japan is dimcult for naval men hece 
to comprehend. 

‘Tropartite Agreement Wanted 

Manifestly, according to Japanese 
authorities, “any accord in "which 
Japan takes part should be confined 
to Great Britain and ue United 
States, Japan secs no objection to 
Britain continuing her efforts toenter 














various European powers to solve the 
European naval question if Great 
Britain feels that to be the best way 
‘out of the present dilemma. But os 
far as the Pacific question is con- 
‘cerned, this country is convinced that 
bilateral arrangements will not work, 
‘The Pacific question is one which 
cannot be settled unless Great Britain, 
the United States and Japan enter 
into an agreement binding to all 
three powers. 

It is believed that considerable 
time will elapse, possibly several 
‘weeks, before Japan definitely replies 
{o the British overtures as it is neces- 
jsary for the navy to observe the 
‘developmer:ts of the situation, especl- 
ally on the basis cn which the con- 
ference is ultimately to be held and 
the attitudes of the United States and 
Great Britain. 

However, it is reiterated that the 
‘basis of discussion must include the 
Japanese proposal for the total aboli- 
Vion or lowest possible limitation 
Jqualitatively and "quantitatively of 
offensive craft such as. battleships, 
aircraft carriers and eight-inch gun 
cruisers, and for a global tonnage 
JScheme for defensive craft such as| 
six-inch cruisers, destroyers, 
marines with" a fixed 
maximum total tonnage. As far as 
‘qualitative limitation alone is con- 
cerned—that is limiting the size of 
‘ships and the guns they carry but not 
restricting the numbers of such vessels 
/—which is favoured by Great Britain 
jand the United States, the Japanese 
are expected to raise considerable 
objections. 

Pacific Fortifications 


On the other hand the Japanese 
profess not to care particularly, 
Whether the United States fortify 
thelr Pacific islands on the expiration 
of the Washington Naval Agreement. 
This is strange in view of the insist- 
ence of the late Admiral Baron Kato, 
| Japan's chief delegate at the Washing- 
ton Conference, that unless (he. 
United States agreed not to tortity 
the islands, Japan would refuse to 
enter into “naval limitation agree 




















ment. Of course conditions have 
changed | considerably since 1922 
Selence has made tremendous _ad- 


vances jn submarines and aireraft 
construction and it may be that the| 
Japanese mean what they say. From 
what may be learned here in quarters, 
well-informed regarding the Navy, 
Japan actually seems now to care 
very little whether the United States 
fortifes its Pacific island bases. 


What the Japanese are worried 
about is the building of commercial 
fair bases in these islands, especially 
in the Aleutians. This country rea- 
Hizes that, unlike in the ease of island 
fortifations, nothing. oF at least 
very Tittle, can be done about this, 
matter at ‘forthcoming naval. talks, 
inasmuch ag the bases are for com- 
‘mercial purposes. ‘That these facili 
ties can be transformed overnight into 
Air bases for naval purpeses is some- 
thing which none realize more expll- 
citly than the Japanese. 

But what can they do about it? 
Nothing, it seems, but watch develop- 
ments with the ‘closest attention. 


Possibility of Attack 


An interesting point which is bei 
brought up is the question of Japan's 
eographical position. Possibly as. a. 
‘means of weakening the British argu- 
‘ment, in case of course that England 
actually offers Japan “equality of 
security"—and “Japan changes _ its 
minds about declining to consider 
matters on this basis—naval experts 
hhere deny that this country is secure, 
from attacks from the United States| 
fand Great Britain because of the, 
compactness of the Japanese Empire 
compared with the United States and, 
[Great Britain which have long coast 
lines and distant possessions. It is 
the opinion of Japanese experts that 
while this country does not have the| 
long and divided coastline of the 
United Sates. it does have just as 
far-flung routes of commerce to pro- 
tect, Industrialized Japan, it is con- 
tended, depends for a living on inter- 
national trade, 

‘Moreover, to fortify their stand, 
some Japanese officers further stress 
‘the fact that fleets are able to operate 
‘anywhere to-day and that even 
Russia's Baltic fleet reached the Far 
JEsst in 1905. So they maintain that 
naval strength, and not the distance 
‘separating countries, determines thelr 
‘offensive and defensive relations. 

‘The naval experts of Great Britain 
Jand the United States are certainly 
‘not likely to concur with these views 
Ti cannot be imagined that they will, 
at the forthceming conference. sign an 
agreement granting Japan absolute 
pai 

‘As an impartial observer of the 
situation recently remarked. the 
central fact to be remembered as far 
Jas Japan is concerned, is not that the

Irrigation 
ditches are of immense value to carry 
the river water for irrigation pur- 
poses in times of drought, but. when| 
heavy rains come these sime ditches 
become a great danger inless the 
flood gales are carefully closed and 
guarded. Often times good land 
Becomes seriously flooded because of 
‘neglect in supervising the irrigation 
systems, during the time of heavy, 
Jsummer rain. ‘Then, too, the floods 
Jeome down from the mountains very 
Jsuddenty and people are caught un- 
wares.

‘The controversy became acute some 
‘weeks ago when the Canton Cinema 
Censors Board decided to refuse in 
future to examine Paramount pie- 
tures, which are distributed in China 
by Paramount Films of China, Inc. 
This decision had the effect of ex 
cluding Paramount films from exhi- 
bition in Canton, as cinemas here are 
not permitted to ‘show any picture 
Which has not been examined and 
approved by the censors. 

‘The action of the Censors Boara. 
was taken on the ground that Para- 
‘mount Films of China, Inc, refused 
to pay the censorship ‘fee demanded 
by ‘the local authorities. ‘The film 
company, however, pointed out that a 
censorship fee was already being paid 
to the censorship board at Nanking, 
‘and contended that the fee demanded 
by the Canton officials should be paid 
by the theatres themselves—Reuter.

‘caused some of the cily streets to be- 
come young rivers three fect deep, 
overflowing the Central Park lake, 
into which this surface water runs, 
and flooding part of the city. -Moun- 
fain rivulets Became rushing torrents 
breaking over their walled-in courses 
flooding the fields below, and destroy- 
ing many bridges and culveris along 
the motor roads, The Fen River, the 
main river of the province, staid 
within its banks for the most part. 
On the “upper plain its waters 
damaged elds and villages in a few 
places but that was largely due to 
faulty intakes and ditches for irriga- 
tion. In south Shansi, however, the 
lower Fen River broke over its banks 
washing away miles of the motor 
Fonds and destroying crops. Inthe 
‘Taiyuan plain at places the farmers 
reserve the mountain stream water 
by turning it into their fields but. 
have not provided a way to drain off 
a surplus. hence continuous ‘heavy 
Fains result in flooded districts. To 
release the water on the village below 
sometimes causes great fights between 
villages. “‘The provincial Government 
Is taking steps to remedy this situe 
ton. 











“Motor service on all the roads out 
from Taiyuan, north, south, and west, 
was stopped for several days because 
Jot broken and inundated roads and 
destroyed bridges. “The Shansi rall- 
road also suspended service for a few 
Gays as iis bed was inundated at a 
place or two, 

‘A-number of holiday-makers from 
Peiping and coast paris were unable 
to got out from Yataoho, a nice little 
valley near Fonyang ‘where many 
spend their holidays, when they wish- 
ed {o. Instead of going the usual way 
to Taiyuan by motor, ordinarily 
four hour trip, they were forced to 
ross country and river by rickshaw, 
boat and railway taking nearly two 
days,

less, a joy not untinged with regret, 
for I shall be leaving behind many 
old friends, both Chinese and for- 
ign. 

Mr. Starling, accompanied by his| 
wife, daughter Joan and son René,

Canteen Manager Dies on

Belief ‘That More and Better Dykes Will Prevent 
Disasters Stated by Mr. J. Earl Baker 


‘Mr. J. Earl Baker, Adviser to the 
National’ Flood Relief Commission, was 
the speaker at Thursday's Shanghai 
Rotary Club tifin re-union, held at 
the Metropole Hotel. Taking for his 
‘subject the topical theme of “Floods 
in China, and’ thelr prevention,” the 
speaker gave a most interesting and 
informative address, listened to. with 
reat appreciation by all. present. 
‘Mr, Baker said that, according to 
historieal records, duting the past 
2000 years “something over 1,800 
famines had occurred, resulting from 
ought, flood or pestilence in. the 
eighteen provinces, half of | which 
have been due to flood. Out of every 
fen years, nine see some form of 
famine, and four or five of these are 
due to'flood. “It would be diffeult to 
say which causes more damage— 
drought. or flood. Drought prevents 
crop from bring raised—ood des- 
troys it afler it has been raised. So, 
while a certain amount of property’ 
and food is usually salvaged during a 
Lime ot flood, on the whole, more 
distress is caused by too much water 
than too little, and certainly, the dis- 
aster is much ‘more spectacular, 








wormous ‘Losses 

‘The effect of these disasters on the 
national economy is becoming better 
appreciated as statisties are becoming 
more and more reliable, In 1981, the 
flood ‘damage is estimated. to have 
amounted to two thousand "mailion 
dollars, Floods around Tientsin caus. 
‘ed a crop Toss of three hundred mil- 
tion, “white the flood toll this year 
has’ not yet been rellably estimated, 
but will not be small.'Two or three 
minor floods, or one major ood, oe- 
fasion Tosses fully equivalent to the 
entire national debt. 

For the most part the causes of 
floods are geographical, and are ac- 
entuated by the metecrotonical con- 
ditions.” These conditions "are em- 
Dhasized in their effect by ‘the tre- 
Imendous area drained by” the prin~ 
cipal rivers. For example, the ‘area 
rained by’ the Yangtze ahd its tle 
Dutarles 1s some two million square 
Kilometres. in" extent, and in 1031 
engineers estimate that during one 
fot the slorm periods, a total of 85,000 
feuble metres of water fell every 
second of the storm. ‘The Inevitable 
result was that the Yangtze continued 
{o rise until there were no dykes high 
enough to hold. it back: even after 
dykes were ‘broken, the water rose 
four oF five fect more. Col. Stroebe 
stimates that dykes. 87 feet high 
‘would have been necessary to carry 
{he 1031" raintalt—assuming that. the 
dykes held! And the rush. of -waler 
{is sueh that a tremendous amount of 
silt content is, carried, 

‘The alluvial plain ‘which extends 
trom. the general region. of the 
Peking-Hankow, railway” to the coast 
thas been built ip by this silt deposit 
through counttess ages. Frequently 
the Yellow River contains silt to such 
fan extent that. the soll contained in 
a” given quantity “of water would 
Weigh 40 ‘per cent. ‘ot ‘the entire 
Weight of siiteladen water, taken for 
purposes of measurement, ‘he ang:

Some Preventive Suggestions 

“Periodically we hear of a proposal 
to dredge the channels ot the river 
fo a5 to deepen them toa point of 
safety, but forthe most part these 
‘proposals are made by people without 
‘any’ mathematical comprehension of 
the size of the task. ‘To deepen the 
Yangtze ‘river from Iehang to. the 
coast by ‘only three, feet would re- 
Guire 827 dredgers of the type now 
ised on the ‘Fairy fats and, based 
upon ‘the cost of operating” these 
dredyers, including ‘interest. etc, an 
‘annual expense of over ~§900,00,000 
‘would be required, Obviously, that 
hum is cut of the question, but which 
is more important, the silt Brought 
down by the river'each nliht would 
‘lt'up the holes dug by these dred- 
gers during the day! Dredgers ‘un- 
oubtedly have their place in a pro- 
itramme ‘of flood control, but only at 
points where ‘the dredger 
nature, instead of trying’ to 
‘atch forces with it 

“Simillarly we often hear proposed 
a series of reservoirs to impound and 
olay the run-off after storms, and 
the: perennial optimist ot this” stage 
comes forward with a. proposition 
that afforestation is the remedy. Un- 
doubtedly it is the remedy, ui, for 
various reasons, both suggestions are 
Impractical. 

‘The Question of Dykes 

" have come back from a trip of 
aerial ‘observation over he flooded 
regions in Shantung, along the Yang- 
fie, and over north-western “Hupeb, 
Vety much encouraged over the pros 
peels ‘of rendering floods. less "tre- 
fguent ‘by means ot improved dykes, 
nd improved dyke maintenance, “1

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dykes. With minor exceptions, the 
work done along the Yangtze river in 
1932 in rebuilding, raising and 
strengthening the dykes has held and 
has protected the “Territories which 
they ‘were intended to protect. “Very 
definitely, Hankow has been saved 
this year—Arst, by the raising of the 
dykes along the bund of that city 
and, second, by skilful engineering |

defences were "on the point of 
collapsing. 


T cannot prove my point, but I 
have reasons to believe that had the 
‘same adequacy of preparation, and 
the same intensity of supervision, 
been applied to the Yellow river 
dykes, that break would not have oc- 
curred, Similarly, the floods to the 
west of the Poyang Lake and the 
‘Tungting Lake are the result elther 
of half-hearted concentration, or of 
‘a deliberate policy which contem- 
plates the breaking of the dykes, 
when extremely high water occurs. 
Tn my judgment the dykes of that| 
region are evidences of a wise 
policy: they save crops during years 
When the full storage capacity of. 
those lakes is not required, but they 
break when this capacity is required, 
but no dyke policy should be expected 
absolutely to guarantee that floods 
would never occur. 

It is a fact that the dykes on the 
Han river which broke, were not 
those constructed by the NF.R.C. in 
1992, but, if the reports concerning 
the ‘height of the flood are true, no 
‘dykes which might have been built 
would have restrained the waters. 
Somewhere on the continental 
plateau, probably in southern Kansu_ 
nd Shensi, a cloud-burst occurred 
which simultaneously sent torrents 
down in all directions, so that breaks 
occurred on the Wel, ihe Yellow, and 


‘Viti 
‘water, 
dykes, came tearing down the Han, 
spilling out in all directions, until it 
struck a sharp bend in the’ channel, 
whereupon it Knocked out that sec- 
ion of the dyke, as an automobile 
might flatten out'a dog-tract in the 
dust! It is quite probable that no, 
dyke, which ordinarily might have | 
‘been’ constructed, would have with- 
stood such a shock, 
EMicient Patrols Needed. 

“The experience in Hankow this 
summer shows that when skilful, 
devoted men, backed by the Central 
authority, ate on the job, these 
defences ‘can be protected from de- 
struction, when under even the most 
severe shock. 1 do not believe that 
we have yet, in any part of China, 
exhausted the expedients for dyke, 
protection. For example, on the 
whole length of ‘the Yellow river 
there are only 19 inspection and 
reporting stations—up to two oF 
three ¥ jo there were only 

‘Obviously, during the flood period, 
much greater protection could be 
worked if, on both sides of the river, 
there was a constant patrol similar 
to that maintained by railroads by 
Use of track walkers. ‘These patrols| 
should have access to telephones at 
frequent intervals, so that any peculi- 
arities of the current, or danger to 
the dykes, could be reported inime- 
diately, ‘The generalissimo has made 
the suggestion that along the top of 
the dykes a light railway should be 
aid, $0 that repair material could be 
rushed to certain points at short 
nota, Naturally, this would add to 
the effectiveness of repair, expecially 
it the means for reporting were also 
available,

Jmembered that the welght of water 
fis such that, when dykes raise the| 
‘water level ten feet, scouring deepens 
the channel another six feet, ‘The, 
province of Kiangsu this summer has 
jdone a notable piece of dyke bulld- 
Ing against the onrush of the flood 
{from the Yellow river. Up to a few 
‘days ago, Kiangsu had been com- 
pletely protected, Rumours filter 
through that the commandeered 
labour deserted, because no provi- 
sion had been made for “replacing 
them after a reasonable period of 
service, or for feeding them! When 
desertions began, something of a 
panic occurred among the labourers 
who still remained on the job. 
Obviously, improvements in organiza 
ion can ‘be worked out, co. that 
defence foress may not’ only be 
‘maintained, but thelr morale kept up 
to a high’ pitch,

"At the begin- 
ning of' the year, it was proposed 
that, owing to the increasing im- 
portance of the Corporation, it 
id have a paid presiden 
nual salary of $19,000 and an 
housing “allowance of

nee and transportation expenses, 
this would have amounted to about 
$80,000 a yoar, and, although the 
proposal received fairly substantial 
‘tupport, it was opposed by a major- 
Hy, and the question is sti to be 
setiled. ‘The latest” proposal also 
Suggests that the  vieo-president "be 
paid from $5,000 to $7,800 per 
Annum, with a’ maximum” housing 
Allowance of $1,800.

NAVAL BUOY BEING 
REPLACED 


Dredger Prepares for New 
British Moorings 








‘Work on the new British Naval Buoy 
tbogan last Wednesday off the Bund, | 
a'dredger commencing the operation 
‘of digging the 24 foot hole for*the 
Sinket. ‘The buoy was damaged in a 
collision with H.MLS. Kent on May 3 
when the warship arrived here to 
take part in the Silver Jubilee Cele- 
brations. 

‘A diver went down on Wednesday 
in 48 feet of water to mark the spot 
where the sinker would be put, and 
the digging commenced. “A dredger 
with a powerful derriek scooped the 
bottom of the river, and dropped it 
into a barge alongside. As each barge 
‘was filled another took its place. 

‘The operations involved in placing 
‘a busy are dificult. The foundation 
for the sinker, which is an eight ton 
east fron pyramid, must be made 
‘absolutely stable in the shifting mud 
to ensure a ship trom slipping from 
her. position in the river. 

‘The chain which connects the 
sinker with the buoy is 20 feet to 2 
swivel, and 6§ feet from there to 
allow ‘for slack. Due to the strong 
tides the sinking operation is often 
"greatly hindered.

SICCAWEL STUDIES 
ATMOSPHERICS 


Publication Describes Work 
With New Apparatus 


Using delicate recording apparatus 
resented to them in 1951 by the 
National Meteorological Office of 
Paris, the Jesuit Fathers at Siecawel 
have’ conducted a study of “atmos- 
pheries™ continuously since January 
1, 1952, and have now issued an 
teresting illustrated treaties on the 
work under the title, ‘Notes de 
‘Météorologie Physique—Fascicule IV, 
Etude des Atmosphériques, 1932—1035.' 
‘The book comes from the pen of the 
Rev. -Pierre Lejay, $3. Director of 
Siccawel Observatory, and was 
printed at Tousewe, near Siceawel. 

‘The learned language of the 
treatise and the imposing display of 
maps and. charis should not dis 
courage reading by persons fainillar 
with Freneb, as the subject is one 
fof general "interest in Shanghai, 
particularly at this season when 
{yphoons and other storms are Teg 
ular visitors to the China Coast, The 
felear and forceful language of the 
book admirably suits the subject] 
matter. 

‘Two specific storms, both of which 
occurred in the spring of 1933, are 
given separate trealment “by Fother 
Lejay as illustrations of the general 
thesis of the study. The first storm, 
covering the period from March 21 
to March 27, 1938, was caused by a 
depression over the East Sea and 
Drought rain to a large region slong. 
the China Coast, On the evening of 
JMarch 25 a depression appeared over 
the basin of the Yangtze River, the 
barometer having fallen steadily 
since morning. ‘The low-pressure 
fea started to move in an easterly 
irection and passed to. the south of 
Shanghai late ‘during the evering. 
Qn the 26th the apparatus registered 
a” remarkable recrudescence of 
atmospheric particles ("parasites"), 

‘Another Storm 

On the sixth of April the same 
‘year, the centre of a meteorolcgical 
‘area’ of depression was over central 
|China, travelling east-north-eastwards. 
It’ passed over the Shanghai district 
the same evening. The following 
‘morning high-pressure areas over 
Siberia began to extend into northern 
China as the centre of high-pressure 
moved on, During the night ot the 
sixth and ‘seventh the particles were 
recorded. in almost every direction, 
having the same, very moderate in: 

ity. Barely ‘did the apparatus 
Indieste a maximum to the north 
west at 9 pam, {0 the southwest at 4 
O'clock the following morning. At 6 
‘am. on the 8th the low-pressure area 
‘covered Japan and the high-pressure 
‘area, following, was over the Ching 
Coast ‘The anticyelone was travel- 
ing southwards, causing a fresh 
monsoon to blow in Shanghai and 
environs. The recordings revealed a 
Fecrudescence of “atmospherics” in a 
zone extending to a line correspond- 
Ing to the southern limit of the mon- 
soon. On April 9 the areas of high 
pressure had definitely moved south- 
wards and it was the: southern region 
Which provided the small number of 
atmospherics still ‘being recorded.

Causes and Remedies 


To the Ealtor of the 
“Nowrn-Cuina Dany News" 

Sin—The depression is blamed 
the cause for so many things tha 
seems worth. while’ to look into. the 
cause for the depression. 

"An economic depression is the 
opposite of prosperity. 

‘We have prosperity when we can 
make a decent living without making 
Gebis of when assets are increasing 
‘while liabilities decrease. 

‘When, however, we spend more for 
uscless purposes than we earn, we are 

wasting” and prosperity "vanishes. 
When we waste individually ‘we sul- 
Ter individually. when we waste col- 
lectively as we did during the war, 
2 few who are “smart” benefit and 
the rest-are told that paying the ex- 
enses for fighting is patriotic. 

‘When the orgy. of wasting started 
during the war we didnot realize 
that we were using up reserves, and 
‘when we piled up debts we did not 
Worry ‘about. who was to pay. The 
Individuals mostly “responsible tor 
contracting the debt feft thelr prom- 
nent positions and. ineidentally 
Teft the collective war debts for others 
to pay. No wonder we are depressed 

"A further result of the war was 
‘he destruction of the existing econo- 
mic system based upon international 
Feciprecity, meaning’ that. we bougit 
from each other what the various 
countries were able to supply or 
Produce mest advantageously. This 
Buying and. selling merchandise or 
service (shipping, transportation, in- 
surance, banking), called trade or 
business, left formerly surplus profits 
and created savings and even wealth. 
When the mutual killing and ‘wilful 
destruction of property called “war” 
Wwas over, we started a commercial 
war by under selling each other, with 
the result that there are hardly any 

al profits or “savings in many 
branches of business nowadays. 

Large paris of former profs were 
kept in Banks as cash reserves of in: 
vested in what wa called "ali-eded 
securities, such as. government loans, 
bonds, mortgages, ete. The value. of 
such investments depends. upon the 
Value of the respective country's cur- 
reney. 

Some European countries, atter 
having used up all available resources| 
and reserves, inflated their currency] 
to ‘such an extent that cash reserves 
and gilt-edged securities ‘becam:

Decreased Dues Wanted 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowni-Cutna Dany News” 

Siy—Tareavtin’s Totter in your 
issue of August 14 headed “Shipping 
Troubles” raises questions of vital im= 
portance to shipping circles in China, 
at this time of a serious flnancial 
crisis and distressing hard times, 
‘Shanghai must remember that it 
fexisie only ag a seaport and without 
its shipping it will soon dwindle into 
ja dead elty of crumbling masonry. 
‘Shipping interests of the China Seas 
‘and rivers should make themselves 
heard and clamour for drastic 
‘decreases in tonnage and harbour 
Jdues and conservancy taxations and 
fany other fees that are levied on 
shipping. To enable tonnage dues to 
be reduced, a rigid system of economy 
should be ‘enforced in the Customs. 
‘AIL new works should be stopped and 
‘activities centred on maintenance 
duties only. 

In recent years the Customs have 
taker: over the ownership of all moor: 
ing buoys in Shanghai Harbour. Thi 
costly venture and ite maintenance 

come a heavy charge on the 
's overhend expenses, ‘There are 
about 40 of these mooring buoys of 
which 80 per cent, have been vacant 
throughout thelr years of Customs 
ownership due largely, of course, 10 
be quite fair, to our present depres: 
sion. It is almost impossible nowa- 
[days for a ship to take up afree berth 
jin. Shanghal Harbour by mooring 
with her own anchors, “Every ship 
that. enters and has not a. private 
wharf is forced to accept a berth at 
the Harbour buoys, and pay whatever 
Is asked, This should be righted at 
once, A large area of waters of the 
Harbour above the present wharves 
‘and buoys, should be clear of moor- 
ig buoys and ths space made avail- 
able for the free berthing of ships 
‘with thelr own anchor 

Of recent years the Customs has 
dabbled in pilotage affairs and thus 
Incurred a heavy expenditure. Thi 
interference in pllotage matters has 
‘been no advantage to shipping or 
other interests, it should ‘cease at 
Jonce, and all expenditures thereon be 
stoped, Pilotage organizations have 
managed themselves very well in the 
past and no doubt ‘will go on doing 
}s0 until some suitable parentage is 
found for them in Government 
technical circles. 

‘Tho serious trouble in Chapel in 
1932 provided a fair example of the 
[Customs unsuitability to contro! 
pilotage affairs at Shanghal, The 
Manager of the Pilots! Association 
was practically forced to retire from 
his’ post. for political reasons. 1 un- 
derstand that a history of the event- 
ful period is soon to be published. 
Nowtdays, steamers and thelr cargoes 
cannot afford to pay for expensive 
land unnecessary ‘ventures and all 
‘such activities should be stopped 
without delay.

On a Rainy Day 


To the Editor of the 
‘Nonru-Cuiva Darcy News” 

‘Sim=I travel on the Number 1 Bus 
Route four times daily, and until 
yesterday I have not had any com- 
Plaints to make, either against. the 
offcials of the Bus Company of 
against the system by which the buses 
are operated.

T get on the bus at the North Szo- 
chuen—Range Road stop, and luckily 
for me this area was not as badly| 
affected as some other places. How- 
fever, when I got out of the rickshaw 
that’had brought me (o the bus-stop 
T saw that both sides of. the road 
were under water, while the middie’ 
of the road was comparatively dry. 
As the flooded area was cn a level 
‘with the pavement, it was obvious 
that the water here was several inches 
deep. 

Shortly afterwards a double-decker 
ame along, and T had to stand away 
from the edge of the pavement 10. 
‘avold being splashed. “To my surprise, 
however, it came to a stand-stili 
several feet from the kerb, leaving 
me (the sole passenger waiting at 
hat stop) the choice of stepping into 
ankle-deep water and spending the 
rest of the afternoon in scaking shoes, 
OF the alternative of missing the bus 
‘and coming late to the office. T chose 
the laiter course. Of course a kanga- 
roo could have leapt across the in- 
tervening apace, but I have never 
been a star in that line, 

I must acknowledge in fairness 
that the conductor gave me several 
moments in which to decide wheth 
lardy Inemictency was preferable to 
certain cold, but seeing that I had 
no mind to risk the latter, he 
the bell and the bus moved on, Leav 
‘ing me the indignant object of amuse- 
ment of the ever-present crowd of 
‘spectators. My dismay was inereased 
with the realization that the same 
thing would happen when the next! 
‘bus came along, and that the look of| 
pained surprise and pleading on my; 
face would not get me anywhere in 
cruel and damp world. ‘The dis-

Is a way, and the will in this case 
being definitely at hand, a way finally 
presented itself. I appealed to the 
‘owner and workers of the Chinese 
dry-cleaning store, immediately in 
front of which the bus-stop is situated, 
to lend me a board of some sort to| 
Jay between the pavement and the 
step of the bus. ‘This request of 
course was the signal for more hilar- 
ity, but at last one of the men took 
pity on me and brought out a clean, 
slim and narrow wooden board. Never

across, and Queen Elizabeth stepped 
daintlly upon it. It creaked but held. 
fand in another second T was high 
and dry inside the vehicle. It is 
worth noting that my gallant rescuer 
refused my proferred cumshaw of 10 
cents big money, preferring service 
for its own sake. Would there were:

‘Thus ended the romantic episode 
of a rainy summer day, but these| 
two questions remained and are still 
clamouring to be answered: (1) What 
is the idea of running a bus servies 
on a wet day if patrons are unable: 
to make use of it without consider- 
able initiative and originality, coupled 
with luck, and co-operaton from out 
side disinterested sources? (2) The 
bus driver may have had Cand prob- 
ably did have) instructions not. to| 
drive the vehicle into places. that 
were too deeply covered with water, 
but as its wheels were already one 
‘or’ two inches under water, what dif- 
ference would an extra inch or two 
have made? 

‘This important point has probably’ 
been brought up before the Bus Com-_ 
pany in the past, but the present| 
system of parking the vehicle with 
@ large intervening space of water- 
covered road between it and the pave- 
ment is certainly far trom satisfactory. 
Here are three tentative suggestions 
‘a8 possible solutions to the problem: 

1. To put the convenience of pal 
rons above all. other considerations, 
and to Instruct drivers to drive buses 
tothe very edge of the pavement. 

2, With’ the co-operation of the 
‘Municipal authorities to arrange, al 
bus-stops in low-) 
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forms.which would , enable patrons| 
to reach the bus steps without sub- 
JJecting either thelr sensitive selves oF 
the also sensitive vehicle to the un- 
leasantness (and possible danger) of 
‘wet feet 

3. To arrange some sort of folding 
device attached to the bus steps that| 
could be spread open when occasion 
demanded to act as a sort of bridge| 
to enable patrons io make use of 
‘buses even when the rain pours in 
torrents from the heavens, as these| 
Jpethaps are the days when’ buses are 
‘most needed by the working middle 
‘lasses.

Reckless Driving Charge 


A charge of reckless and dangerous 
driving was brought against Mr. W. 
S. Grin, an employee ot the Shang- 
hai Power Co. by the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police in H. M. Police Court 
last Wednesday and after evidence had| 
been given by four witnesses for the 
Prosecution, the case was adjourned 
to Thursday morning. Mr. John 
‘MeNeill is conducting the case for the 
prosecution, and Mr. Renald Bc~ 
Donald is appearing for the defence. 

To the charge “For that you on 
August 19, 1935, at Shanghai, drove 
‘motor car $397 on Bubbling Well Road 
recklessly and In a manner dangerous 
to the publi, contrary to Section 11 
fof the Road ‘Traffic Act of 1930," the 
accused pleaded not guilty. 

‘After reminding Mr. C. H. Haines, 
the Registrar, that under the terms 
fof this section the defendant was 
Mable, if found guilty, to a fine not 
exceeding £50, or imprisonment for 
term not exceeding four months, 
Mr. MeNelll briefly" reviewed the 
evidence he proposed to call. The| 
case Is @ sequel to an accident which 
oreurred opposite the Park Hotel, 
‘when a car, driven by the defendant, 
is alleged ‘to have collided with a 
Line of stationary rickshaws, causing 
injuries to five persons, including 
three rickshaw  coolles. 

‘The first witness, Sergeant A. S. 
Wilden, gave evidence of the drawing 
of a plan of the scene of the accident, 
which he said he drew from data sup- 
plied by Det.Serg, W. C, Wileox and 
Sikh P. C. 486. 

DetSerg. Wilcox, the next witness, 
said that on the night in question he 





















1w three rickshaws on the opposite 
side of the road, apparently waiting 
to turn into Park Road. The defend 
coming from the direction 

‘of Thibet Road, crashed into the 
rear of the three, which promptly hit 
the one ahead of it, which in turn 
Wit the third rickshaw, and all three 
were pushed along the road for about 
ten yards. A lady passenger was

He was 
on observation duty in his ear, took: 
ing for crime. At the time,’ there 
were no other vehicles on the scene, 
save those already mentioned. The 
accident occurred at about 9 p.m., and 
the ambulance arrived on the scene 
only a few minutes later, He was 
quite sure there were only three 
rickshaws, and not five, 

Inspector R. Taylor, of the SMP. 
‘TraMe Dept, said that at 11 o'clock 
that night he tested the defendant's 
ear, and found it in good order me- 
chanically. ‘The nearside head-lamp 
was pushed back, and the radiator 
dented. Although 'he agreed that the 
damage done might appear trifing to 
an onlooker, he thought that from 
the point of view of repairs it might 
be more serious. 

Mrs. Koo Lin-sze, the last witness 
called that day, said that she got 
into a rickshaw at the Yangtze Hotel, 
and told the coolie to go to the Carl: 
ton Theatre. ‘The rickshaw, which 
was preceded by two others, was 
slowing down in front of the Park 
Hotel, and had in fact nearly stopped, 
when a car suddenly hit it from be- 
hind, and she was flung out and for- 
wards. She was put into an ambul- 
ance, and taken to St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital, where injuries to her head, 
‘back, and shoulder were cleaned and 
dressed, After she had given evid- 
ence in the charge-room of Sinza 
Police Station, she went into the 
Paulun ‘Hospital, staying there for 
three days. 

Gross-examined by Mr. McDonald, 
‘she said she only saw two rickshaws 
ahead of her, "When she was thrown 
out of the rickshaw, she "became al- 
‘most senseless,” and did not see what 
happened to her rickshaw. She did 
not see Det.-Sergt. Wilcox’s car. 

‘Two witnesses for the prosecution 
gave evidence on Thursday morning 
when the hearing was resumed. 

‘Yuen Ching-yue, a rickshaw coolle, 
who stated his vehicle was struck by 
a motor ear, declared his passenger 
was a Chinese woman. Dilwara 
‘Singh, a Sikh policeman, who, on 
‘August 18, was on trafle’ ght duty 
‘at the point where Park Road cuns| 
into Bubbling Well Road—the scene 
of "the aceldent—ueclared that "the 
passenger in the rickshaw, which was 
struck by the defendants’ car, was a 
Chinese man. 

‘Both witnesses sald that there were 
three rickshaws in line waiting for 
the traffic signal to change, to allow 


















































them to turn into Park Road, when| 
the accident occurred. The Sikh| 
constable said that ‘the rickshaw: 
furthest from the motor ear contained 
‘a woman passenger. 

‘The hearing was not without hum- 
our, At the end of the rickshaw 
coolie’s evidence, which took some 
time, the Registrar, Mr. C. H. Haines, 
wanted to know where the rickshaw 
coolie fell after the car hit his vehicle. 
‘The witness was handed a small toy- 
rickshaw model and a stump of a 
penell by Mr. Ranald McDonald, de- 
fending counsel, who at the some 
time made the’ remark “The blunt 
plece of pencil is meant to represent 
a man without a head.” 

‘Much amusement was caused when 
/Ditwara Singh when asked how many 
times he talked over his evidence 
replied, “The first time T made my’ 
statement in the traffic office—the| 
Second time I made my statement, T 
do not know whether it was to a 
gentleman or a lawyer!” 

‘Yuen Ching-yue in evidence said he 
was taking a Chinese woman along| 
Bubbling Well Road with instructions 
to go to the Carlton Theatre in Park 
Road. “He came to the Park Road | 
turning and stood waiting, with two 
other rickshaws likewise walting In| 
front of him, when a motor ear col- 
ded with his vehicle, which was, 
‘about one foot away from the kerb. 
Witness said he was Injured by the 
collision. His head was struck and 
he_neariy lost consciousness. 

Cross-examined, witness said he was 
ooking north, along Park Road, when 
the accident happened. He was not 

ching the lights of the trafc| 
signal because he knew, when the, 
Sikh's whistle blew, the lights 
changed. Further questioned on this 
point, witness said he had watched 
the lights while he was running to- 
wards them; when he was stationary 
only for a short time before the 
impact occurred—he looked all_ the 
time to the north (direction of Park| 
Road). 

Taking a map defending counsel 
‘said, “The defendant says this is what 
happened. This rickshaw — coolie 
illustrating on a diagram) ‘came 
‘across as if to go into Park Road — 
just ask him." ‘counsel sald to. the 
Interpreter, “it that is so or not?” 
Witnessed replied "No, he was on the 
‘side of the road. The motor was 
coming behind.” 

‘When his vehicle was struck, wit- 
ness sald he fell on the south side of 
the road near the Sikh contable. "I 
fell." he said, “down to the ground 
and five peopie were all lying en the| 
road.”

‘The pages of history are set 
agulvering by the memories break- 
ing from the news of the engage- 
ment of the Duke of Gloucester to 
‘the second daughter of the 7th 
Duke of Buccleuch. Lady Alice 
‘Montagu-Douglas-Scott’s ancestry 
carries those memories back to the 
13th Century when Sir Richard le 
Scott laid the foundations of the 
family fortunes, To his descend- 
ant, Sir Walter Scott of Kirkurd 
and Buccleuch, in Selkirkshire, 
James II of Scotland in the middle 
of the 15th Century made large 
grants of land consequent on the 
collapse of the power of the ath 
Earl of Douglas, whom the King, 
tradition says, murdered with his 
‘own hands. This Earl was of the 
Black Douglases, Later on, their 
Kinsmen and supplanters, the Red 
Douglases came into prominence 
and played a sinister part in Anglo- 
Scottish feuds, 





Indeed, in the next centary, Sir 
Walter Scott of Branxholm ‘and 
Buccleuch repeated his ancestor's 
loyalty by attempting, albeit, un~ 
successfully to protect James V 
against the kidnapping propensities 
of the grim Red Douglas, Henry, 
Earl of Angus, discarded ‘husband 
of Margaret Tudor who was the 
Queen-Mother of Scotland. And at 
the disastrous battle of Pinkie in 
the first year of Edward VI's reign, 
Sir Walter Scott displayed great— 
again unavailing—bravery. ‘The 
triumph of Pinkie led to the at- 
tempt by the Protector Somerset to 
secure the Union of England and 
Scotland by remarkably generous 
concessions. ‘The name of Briton 
was to be taken by the people of 
the two countries. Scotland was to 
retain her autonomy and the 
children of her Queen were to rule 
over England. No forfeitures of 
lands or Hberties were to be de- 
manded by the English conquerors. 
Freedom of trade and marriage 
were to be established, Scottish 
pride refused to accept these 
‘startlingly lberal terms, French 
‘id was sought and in three years 
‘the English invaders were cleared 
out of the strongholds which they 
hhad occupied. 

Somerset was far in advance of 
his time, but had the Scottish 
peasants ‘been able to have their 
way—they were not even allowed 
to know what the English terms 
were—the Union with England 
might have been established under 
‘the proposals then made. Mary I 
and Elizabeth would never have 
sat on the English throne which 
‘would have been graced by the 
presence of Margaret Tudor's 
grand-daughter, Mary Queen of 
Scots. As it ‘was, James VI of 
Scotland, Margaret's great-grand- 
son and Scottish Mary's son by 
Henry Darnley, succeeded Elizabeth 
‘as James I and so brought about 
the Union of Somerset's conception, 
albeit, in differ 














Sir Walter Scott of Branxhiolm 
and Buccleuch’s loyalist valour at 
Pinkie gave inspiration to “The Lay 
of the Last Minstrel” written by 
the Sir Waller Scott of the 19th 
Century and Ivanhoe fame. Scott, 
the poet and novelist, remotely 
allied with the Buccleuch family, 
Jaid the scene of the melrical 


romance in Branxholm (Brank- 
some) Hall, the seat of the 
Bucclouchs.' ‘The legend round 


which Scott wove his tale was well- 
Known on the Border as of the 
Goblin Gilpin Horner. A Romeo 
and Juliet theme is intruded in the 
Jove of Margaret, the daughter of 
the widowed lady of Branxholm, 
for Lord Cranstoun, her family's 
enemy. Cranstoun’ assumes ‘the 
form and arms of Sir William 
Deloraine, incapacitated by wounds, 
and wins by a duel the right to 
dispose of the person of the young 
heir to the Branxholm estate. He 
thus snatches the child from the 
sinister power of the English villain, 
Lord Dacre, and his signal service 
enables him happily to marry his 
lovely Margaret: 

As Tam true to thee and thine 

Do thou be true to me and mine! 

‘Romantic loyalty to the Stuarts 
persisted with the Scotts. The 


great-grandson of the Pinkie Scott, 
‘Str Walter too, played a noble part 
jin border fights of the Elizabethan 
‘era. On one occasion the negotia- 
tions after fighting Jed to his 
being taken to England as a hostage. 
He was brought before Queen| 
Elizabeth who “imperiously arked. 
him how he had dared to engage 
in such deeds.” ‘The hostage’s reply. 
was as haughty as the question: 

‘What is there that a man dare not 
do.” ‘The emphasis laid on his sex 
was insolent to a degree. But, as 
Js often happened, Queen Bess 
‘could appreciate a quality which 
‘she herself possessed in good, 
measure. To her Lord in Waiting| 
she turned and sald “With ten 
thousand such men our brother of, 
Scotland might shake the firmest| 
throne in Europe.” So it was filtin 
that when that very “brother’ 
succeeded Elizabeth on the throne| 
‘of England as James I, one of his| 
early peerages was conferred upon| 
the former hostage who in 1606 be- 
came, therefore, Lord Scott of 
Buccleuch. And the next in the 
litle thirteen years later was made 
Earl of Buccleuch, Lord Scott of 
Whitchester and Eskdaill. 

But an even more intimate as- 
sociation with the House of Stuart| 
came when the second Earl's| 
daughter made a semi-royal mar- 
lage. As the Countess fourth in 
the line she succeeded her father 
and her husband was chosen for her 
in King Charles 1's natural son, 
James Duke of Monmouth. Mon- 
mouth was born at Rotterdam to: 
Lucy Waters. a “brown insipid. 
beauty” who had consoled Charles: 
I's exile at The Hague. His carly 
‘surname was that of the guardian, 
Lord Crofts, in whose charge he 
‘was placed, 0, as James Crofts, 
‘Monmouth figures in Pepys's Diary: 

Here I also saw Madam Castle- 
maine, and, which pleased me mast, 

Mr. Crofts, the King’s bastard, a 

most pretty sparke of about fifteen 

years old, who, I perceive do hang. 
much upon my Lady Castlemaine, 
and Is always with her; and T hear 
fhe, Queenes both are mighty kind 























The marriage between James 
Croft who had been created Duke 
of Monmouth in 1663, and the 
richest heiress in Scotland, as the: 
Countess was described, took place 
in 1665, the bridegroom being just 
16 years of age. Pepys says: 

‘This day (April 20) the little Duke 

‘of Monmouth was marryed at White 

Hall, in the King’s chamber; and 

to-night isa great supper’ and 

dancing at his lodgings, near Chat 

ing Cross. I observed hhis coate at 
the tall of his coach: he gives the 
arms of England, Scotland and 

France, quartered upon some other 

flelds, but what it is that speaks 

of his being a bastard I know not. 
[Pepys sometimes had a soft corner 
In his heart for Monmouth and his 
diary records appreciation of Mon- 
mouth's fine bearing as a com- 
mander of troops on parade. The 
King's. wedding present to the 
young couple was the conferment 
of a Duchy in her own right on the 
bride and the permission to her 
husband to assume the name of 
Scott. ‘The Duke himself was also. 
made Duke of Buccleuch, but he 
continued to be known as the Duke 
‘of Monmouth—unhappy designa~ 
tion as it eventually became. 

‘The marriage was purely one of 
convenience and it is impossible 
not to be sorry for the charming. 
Anne. Pepys does not say much 
about her, but when an accident to 
her hip was received in dancing 
“at her lodgings” he was plainly 
sympathetic. The accident oc- 
curred in 1688; two months atter- 
wards the diarist recorded: 

‘My Lady Duchesse of Monmouth 
is still lame, and likely always to 
be 50; which is a sad chance for a 
young lady to get only by trickes 
of dancing. 

Brought up in the atmosphere of 
his reputed father’s court with 
Lady Castlemaine training his 
infant mind, Monmouth had little 
chance of achieving decency. Anne 
of Buccleuch might have made 
something of him. ‘There were early 
possibilities. Less than two months 
after the wedding, Monmouth was 
serving under James, Duke of 
‘York, in the sanguinary naval 
[battle of Southwold Bay in which 








the English feet defeated the form- 
Idable ships of Holland on June 
13, 1665. Monmouth came out of| 
{that action with eredit. Four years 
later, however, his name was 
involved in an’ exceptionally un- 
pleasant intrigue. Even the com- 
plaisont Pepys in 1688 had to admit 
that his character was not good. 
'So it is reasonable to assume that 
poor Anne Scoft made the best of 
‘2 bad job. She reared her family 
of four sons and two daughters and 
allowed her wayward and foolish 
husband to plot and intrigue to his 
own destruction. It would seem 
‘that she exercised little influence 
over him. After the crowning 
disaster at Sedgemoor, Monmouth 
[was ignominously captured and’ 
sentenced to death. She was| 
magnanimous enough to answer his 
fall to the Tower. She paid two| 
visits, both painful, for Monmouth 
did not seruple in his eraven-heart- 
fed panic, to throw the blame on 
everyone’ but himself. He was 
quite indifferent 10 the sacrifices 
which had been made on his 
worthless behalf. 

Not of such stu were Anne's 
ancestors made_and it is not sur- 
prising that, within three years of| 
his execution on Tower Hill in 2685, 
‘she married again. Her husband! 
‘was the 3rd Lord Cornwallis. She 
died in 1732—nearly flty years 
after Monmouth's death. 
suming that her age at marriage in 
1665 was not more than 14, or two 
years younger than her husband, 
she was born in the days of the 
‘Commonwealth and actually lived 
through the Protectorates of Oliver 
fand Richard Cromwell, the roigns 
of Charles 11, James 1, William IT 
‘and Mary II, Anne, George 1, and 
died when George If had been three 
years on the throne. Little as is 
known of her, she must have been 
‘a woman of considerable force of! 
character and at any rate a strong 
capacity for living, Only two of 
her sons came to manhood and the| 
elder of them was James, Ear! of! 
Dalkeith. He died before his 
mother so it was his son Francis 
who, on her death, become Duke 
‘of Buccleuch and’ is the direct! 
ancestor of the present holder of 

le. 








‘The Dukedom of Buccleuch 
seemed to have the knack of| 
absorbing other dukedoms. The| 
present Duke has among his many 
titles that of Duke of Queensberry, 
although there is also a Mar- 
‘quessate of the same name. This is 
Jexplained by the fact that Henry, 
the son of Francis 2nd Duke of, 
Buccleuch, shortly after succeeding. 
to the Buccleuch title as 3rd Duke, 
became Sth Duke of Queensberry— 
with all the Queensberry estates—| 
on the death of “Old Q” the 
bachelor 4th Duke of Queensberry, 
by reason of the special alteration 
made by the 2nd holder of the 
Queensberry dukedom in _ the 
patent of that title. The Mar- 
‘quessate, however, passed to a dis- 
tant branch of the Douglas family 
and still remains there to this day. 
Although the eldest son of the: 
‘Marquess of Queensberry bears the 
‘courtesy title of Viscount Drumlan- 
rig, Drumlanrig Castle, ever since 
the time of the 3rd Duke of Buc- 
cleuch (5th Duke of Queensberry), 
has been one of the seats of the 
Buccleuch family. “Old

A COUNTRY DIARY 








Aug. 251935. If any one should 
desire to study the habits of the 
Kestrel he cannot do. belter than 
come to the Shantung hills, for here 
they stay all summer and bring up 
thelr young in the more remote 
mountains, “Their power of remain- 
Ing suspended motionless in the alr is 
well worth a little watching......a 
Wonderful trick of balance "which 
might be envied by any airman: they 
are silent gliders of the hill-tops. 
taking their quarry from the grouna 
and seldom, if ever, attacking other 
birds; so when, to-day, I saw a clash 
between two Kestrels’ and a band of 
Swallows, I found it well worth my 
attention. A mother bird was out 
‘one of her young....obviously 
youngster. ..for it squeaked loud 
ly with excitement and flapped its 
Wings below it, like a Cuckoo in 
fight, when making an attempt to 
hover. ‘Then came a band of Swal- 
lows which the silly young bird tried 
to. attack: the Swallows, whose 
motto is “united we stand—divided 
we fall,” flew as one bird at the 
Kestrels’ and almost caused the 
youngster to go into a tail-spin: 
‘mother Kestrel was ina desperate 
state, for while being busy in de- 
tending herself, she was thinking even 
more of the stupid child, surrounded 
by angry Swallows and in imminent 
danger of losing wing control. But 
the child, after the manner of its 
kind, was calling loudly for help; 

ls’ which apparently reached the 
ears of Father Kestrel in some dis- 
tant valley.

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MATRIMONIAL 


Wirt, v, Hussayo mt ut Cours-—By 
Claude Mullins, Magistrate at South 
Western Police Court, London. With 
1 Preface by Sir B. Marlay Samson, 
wax, ke, Stipendiary Magistrate of 
Swansea, Chairman of the Magis 
{rates Association, Allen & Unwin, 
London. 9/6. 

‘Mr, Claude Mullins has long taken 
a close interest in the reform of the 
divorce laws procedure and in recent 
years, especially since he became a 
magistrate of the South-Western 
Police Court in London, he has en- 
deavoured to draw public attention 
to the working of the courts in deal~ 
thg. with matrimonial effairs. This 
book does not discuss the question 
of divorce court reform. Its object 
Js to deseribe the matrimonial work 
‘of the police courts in England, to 
show where changes are desirable, 
‘and also to prove that a great num 
ber of valuable reforms can be car- 
ried out even without any change 
in the law. In a recent speech Mr. 
Mullins gave an interesting review 
of his own experience in applying 
hiis theories to the cases coming be 
fore him in the South-Western 
Court. His object has been preven- 
tion rather than cure, and the main- 
spring of his method ‘lies in assisting 
the parties in a matrimonial dispute 
to come to an amicable agreement 
with the help of the court offcials 
and 0 avold the unfortunate effects 
of a formal magisterial hearing. This, 
of course, must be done with the 
consent of the parties. Mr. Mullins 
is clearly of the opinion that the 
minute a case has to be decided by 
Jaw the chances of effective reconcili- 
‘ation are lessened. In matrimoniat 
eases, whether in the police or the 
divorce courts, a peculiar condition 
arises, Unlike’ matters which appear 
in the courts, whether civil or eri- 
minal, in other branches, the actual 
charges or allegations "which the 
cour! has to consider are not really 
the root causes of the trouble. ‘They 
are merely the pretexts which the 
Parties have by law to adopt for ob- 
taining what they believe to be a 
redress of their grievances. So when 
‘a husband is accused by his wife in 
a police court of certain conduct, Mr. 
‘Mullins's argument is that jt is desir. 
ble, if possible, to get at the circu 
ances which produced that char; 
rather than at once to investigate the 
charge itself. English people, he 
points out, are apt to be contemptu- 
‘ous about’ American marriage laws, 
merely because some states have 
Jaws which do not appeal to English 
points of view. But Mr. Mullins de- 
clares that the English divorce law 
4s disgraceful both on account of the 

‘with which decrees are obtal 
able for adultery and for the denial 
fof diverce on other grounds. He goes 
on, indeed, to maintain that many 

American states are far ahead of 

England in their methods of hand- 

ing matrimonial disputes. 

‘As a study of social conditions in 
England this book has a value out 
of “all proportion to its slender 
volume, and it is fortunate that an 
experienced magistrate is also gifted 
with an exceptional facility with the 
pen, It may not be indiscreet her 
to observe that long before he 
tained his. present judicial eminence, 
Mr. Mullins was widely known to 
Journals of good standing within and 
without the British Isles for his ad- 
mirable powers of literary disquisi- 
tion and shrewd judgment on public 
affairs.—E.K.

This book is a reprint of broadcasts 
fon the causes of war given by various 
statesmen, economists and writers of 
fall hues.’ They are extraordinarily 
interesting 3s sidelights on the views

articles is by Sir Norman Angell and 
the stupidest by Lord Beaverbrook, 
with the Very Rev. W. R. Inge run- 
ning him a close second. Sir Norman 
Angel's theme is that the very method 
which the big Powers choose for de- 
fence is the surest means of promot- 
ing war. Each nation demands
